Over 20 years ago, the Rapid City Ministerial Group brought Habitat 
for Humanity to the area. They formed a local affiliate, and today they 
are working on house number 77! Over the years, many Catholics 
were right beside Lutherans and Methodists pounding nails, fixing 
sandwiches, and painting walls. Yet, as a "church" we have never 
sponsored a house. 

Recently, the five Catholic Parishes of Rapid City and Piedmont 
agreed to sponsor two homes over the next two years! Bishop Gruss, 
pastors, pastoral councils, and finance councils have all been consulted 
and are willing to forge ahead. OLBH is represented on the steering 
committee by Mike Keller. And other parishioners agreed to help 
coordinate the effort at our parish. 

The financial commitment for two homes is $120,000 over the next 
two years, plus in-kind donations. OLBH's share over the next two 
years will be $10,733.00 (based on the number of households in our 
parish). Sufficient donations were already received so that the lots 
could be purchased and foundation work could begin at the site - 226 
Patton St. (a few blocks from St. Isaac Jogues Church). 

Many of you have been so generous to the needs of the wider 
church in western SD! The Annual Diocesan Appeal is well supported 
at OLBH. You have been generous to the We Walk by Faith Special 
Appeal which made the school, retreat center and Newman Centers 
possible. As we continue to support those ministries and ventures, it is 
essential to attend to the needs of the poor. 

The local priests and deacons have pledged $4,010 toward these 
houses. I hope you will join me in reflecting on the gift of a warm and 
safe house and consider reaching out in faith to help two more 
families know that joy. 

Pledge cards will be available next weekend. They are color coded 
so that donations can be tracked for each parish. You are invited to 
contribute directly to Habitat for Humanity or to Our Lady of the 
Black Hills, and we will send your contribution to HFH. Either way 
your contribution will be acknowledged and credited to OLBH's goal. 

Also, volunteer help will be needed. Carpenter skills are not 
necessary to participate. Volunteers will need to be at least 16 years 
old and participate once in a volunteer training that will be offered 
monthly in the next year. Bring your heart's desire to give back to the 
Lord who has given us so much. That will be enough to bring to 
completion this beautiful task set before us.
